It was this day reported that Sir George Brydges Rod- 
wey had fallen in with the French-and Spanifh homeward- 
bound fleet under convoy, and had made prizes of 30 thips 
richly Jaden. Upon enquiry into this matter, we were nat 
able*to trace the report to its fources or to learn any thing 
refpecting it, which tended to give us an idea of its being 
well-founded or encourage us to congratulate our readers 
upon its autheaticity. 

'Phis day there sas. aclevee at St James's, after which 
Lord Amherft and the Secretary at war bad a conference 
with the King. 

This feems to be the time when the King. of France is 
rendering his kingdom more compaét and united, by an ex- 
change of territories with fome of his neighbours. On the 
tith of lat July, a convention was figned between that 
King; and the Priace Bihhop of Bafil. It fpecifies, that 
* confidering the inconveniencies which ard felt from an in- 
termixture of territories, aud uncertainty of boundaries, in 
feveral parts of the bifhoprick and principality of Bafil, to- 
wards the frontiers of Alface and France Comte ;,and being 
willing to provid¢, in the mot ‘effe€tual manner, for the 
fafety, the tranquillity, aud the commerce of their refpec- 
tive fulbje&s, have agreed to the following articles :” 

By one of ‘thefe articles, the Prince’ Bithop of Baill yields 
to the Crown of France, the fovereignty, duties, rights, &c. 
of the Lordthip of Franquemart, with all its villages, fyb- 
jets, houfes, and territories, on condition that the Prince 
Bifhop of Bafil fhall preferve, under'the King’s fupremacy, 
the government of that part, and continue to invelt the 
Duke of Wurtembargh, Count de Montbeliard, with the 
whole of that Lordthip.. In exchange for this, the King 

. of France cedes to the Prince Bishop of Bafil, to be incor- 
porated in perpetuity to his principality under the fanétion 
of the Roman empire, the Barony of Mountjoic, fituated 
on the right hand banks of the river Dreux. 

A private letter from Rome m:ntions, that the Pope de- 
clines daily, notwithitanding he takes the utmyt care of 
his health... The Cardinals have already begun their cabals, 
and are making intereft with thofe who can further their de- 

‘figns. - Tt is thought the chief contett will be between Car- 
dinal Priwli, aud the Cardinal York, fon to the Jate Pre- 
tender. 

The Cardinal York is one of the fix Cardinal Bishops. 
He ‘was born at Rome on the 6th of March'1725, and creat- 
ed a Cardinal in the year 1747, when he was ouly 22 yéars 
old. Since his brother lolt atl hopes of getting footing in 
England, the Cardinal has entertained a bitter hatred againit 
this’country ; he hath ftodied the completion of Europe, 
and waited with earneft attention for a vacancy in the Pope- 
dom, wheh he thall be of a fit age to be elected. He-has 
now paffed it, and being in his 56th year is eligible. 

The Cardinal York is fute of the intereft of feveral Sove- 
reigns, as well as great part of the Saéred College, which 
for fome time palt hath refolved never to elect a foreigner. 
The King of Sardinia is his relation ; the Kings of France 
and Spain will doubtlefS give him their interefts, as they 
know his'turbulent temper will go gteat lengths to embroil 
England. . The Emperor and the King of the Two Sicilies 
are fo conneGted with France and Spain, that they will 
join ; andthe Cardinal will find none in the intereli. of Car- 
‘dinal Priuli but the States. of Venice and Genoa. The 
crown of Portugal hath but little weight in either feale ; and 
as it can have no hope of raifing its fubje&, Cardinal de Sal- 
dunha, the only Portugueze Cardinal, to the tiara, will be 
carélefé who gets it. 

Private. advice was “received on Wednefday night from 
Paris, by which we learn, that M. Neckar has reprefented 
to the King, that he intends demanding the further affilt- 
ance of the clergy, for 2 donation of 500,0001. fterling, to- 
wards carrying on the war, and that it will-be moit readily 
granted. . ,

to Jeud their authority. or affiftonce for protetting any bill 
of exchange, where thefe royal notes thalk-be tendeted in 
payment.”
